This will be welcomed by Catholic parents who have deplored the general 
calibre of religious books for Catholic children. For here is a dignified presenta- 
tion of scriptural incidents in the childhood of Jesus, from the annunciation through 
the presentation in the temple. There are two important points to make:- the text in 
the main is taken from the Douai Bible; the illustrations, in an open line, were orig- 
inally planned for a coloring book, and can be so used. The second section tests the 
knowledge of the young Bible student with references and questionsthat link to the 
first section, and can carry the use of the book to the next age group. Conservatives 
may question some of the details of the drawings, such as teddy bears, a very modern 
looking ironing board, a small child in bathing trunks, and the assumption that books 
and learning to read were natural Qccupations of Palestinian village children. The 
intention is clear - to convey to small users a sense of identification. (LC: 53-11366)

One's initial impression of this book is that it is, perhaps, too artistically 
perfect to lead one to expect a substantial text. Actually, the text approaches the 
excellence of the illustrations in the story of a village boy in Hindustani, of the life 
and activity of his village, and of the friendship between the boy and the great elephant, 
pride of the village. Drought came and the monsoons on which the people counted failed 
to come; hunger, thirst, failing crops, starved beasts combined to make them accept the 
opportunity to rent out Moti, the elephant. And then Arnu decided to follow him and so 
was introduced to the new India of engineering projects and hopes of controls of the water 
which was the lifeblood. The Loudens have caught the spirit of the land at a moment of 
impact of new on old. The pictures have more of beauty than of reality- but they make a

Definitely reminiscent of Beatrix Potter both in text and in Joan Wanklyn's small peaches- 
and-cream drawings, the tale of Bush-Tail and Susie comes to a climax when Bush-Tail be- 
comes enamoured of another squirrel, Myrtle. But alas, unheeding Bush Tail who has neg- @ 
lected to follow Susie's instructions and fix up his house is scorned by Myrtle when his 
table collapses during tea- and thus comes to realize Susie's true value. Let thatbe a 
lesson to you!

Brett, Grace Neff- SQUIFFY THE SKUNK. With actual photographs in color by 
the Bretts, this still fails to convince one reader anyhow of the friendly relation- 
ship between the skunk family and their cat and dog neighbors. A flimsy story in 
which personified animals act out their parts. 


* Broderick, Jessica Potter- FIND THE WAY HOME- This is a good idea, admirably 
carried out, and should serve as a springboard for receptive parents and teachers. A 
small boy disobeys instructions to stay near home, and is drawn by one thing and an- 
other down this road and that. Then, finding himself “lost, he uses his observation 
at each crossroads,and finds that he can find his way home. The importance of self 
reliance- at an early age. The Beth Wilson pictures are a bit on the calendar chromo 
style, but make a gay picture story book. 


* Devine, Louise Lawrence- FUNLAND PARTY. A nice feel to both text and pic- 
tures (by Helen Szepelak) for a story of a birthday party at an amusement park, and 
of how sharing with a lonely little birthday girl made it more f'un all round. 


Dixon, Ruth- SCALAWAG THE MONKEY. Again a personified animal story in text 
and photographs. A bit of a step up from SQUIFFY THE SKUNK, but still a questionable 
acceptance of “monkeyshines" being acceptable because he didn't know any better - and- 
for those who don't like animals dressed up in clothes- a distasteful bit of merchan- 
dise. 


Evers, Alf- LITTLE BOBO AND HIS BLUE JACKET. Tony Brice pictures for a rout- 
ine story of a jacket that shrank, and the vain attempts to find someone it would fit, 
and the final discovery that Brother Hippo's attempts to get it on had stretched it. 


Ford, J. Duncan- THE SUPERLINER UNITED STATES. This has a carriage trade 
angle in its content that seems a novelty for the Book-Elf Market. In realistic 
postery type illustrations and an excellent factual text, the features of a modern 
luxury liner are presented for those children who are curious about what goes on be- 
hind the scenes. 


Heath, Janet Field- LITTLE LOST ANGEL. A sentimental tale of the littlest 
angel and of how she got lost on Christmas eve, the night of the nativity, and of 
how- in trying to catch up- she shared her harp and her crown and her wings with way- 
farers in need. Janet Laura Scott pictures reflect the mood of the story. 


* Jones, Mary Alice- STORIES OF THE CHRIST CHILD. This title suggests wider 
scope than the actual text, which goes only through the return to Nazareth from Egypt. 
However, May Alice Jones has a facility in retelling whatever part of the Bible story 
she selects, and here- in simple terms for an introductory book- she tells the ever 
new story of the birth of Jesus, the coming of the shepherds and the wise men, and the 
flight from the anger of Herod. Somewhat oversentimentalized pictures by Eleanor 
Corwin. 


Rothe, Fenella- MR. BEAR'S HOUSE. This is an unnecessary book, in the comic 
strip tradition. Mr. Bear builds himself a house, with the help of the birds who make 
the straw roof and a beaver who filled in the spaces in the walls, and a carpenter 
who put in the glass windows. Pictured by Clare McKinley. 


* Shaw, Thelma & Ralph- OUTDOOR FUN. This is good: And that despite the 
completely stereotyped postery illustrations. For here are year round outdoor games, 
all the old favorites of children everywhere, from seesaws to snow angels.

THREE BILLY GOATS GRUFF and THE WOLF AND THE KIDS- Two old folk tales- the first 
about the goats who outwitted the troll, and the second about the wolf who ate the kids 
and was then slit open for it- simply retold. Colored pictures by Richard Scarry show 


the traditional European costume. 


Duplaix, George- THE MERRY SHIPWRECK- This chronicies the adventures of the 
animal crew of Capt. Barnacle after a wreck on New York's East River. Picked up by a 
fire boat the animals have a gay time in spite of the storm and Capt. Barnacle'‘s battered 


barge is soon repaired. Ark-like pictures by Tibor Gergely. 


* Werner, Jane- ANIMAL FRIENDS- Garth Williams downy drawings- of animals you'd 
like to know- spark a little story with a lot of sense. A turtle, a chick, a puppy, 4a 
squirrel,a rabbit and a kitten live together in the woods, but soon find they are incom- 
patible on account of different tastes in food- so they part, with no regrets, and good 


results and that's that. Nice. 


Werner, Jane- ‘etold by- BIBLE STORIES OF BOYS AND GIRLS- Five children of the 
Old Testament are selected and their stories retold:- Rebekah, Joseph, Miriam, Samuel, 
and David. The deliberate limitation to that part of the story that is presumably the 
childhood gives a certain sense of truncated text. The pictures by Rachel Taft Dixon and 
Marjorie Hartwell are colorful and handled with a sense of background. 


Werner, Jane- THE LITTLE GOLDEN CHRISTMAS MANGER- Simple statements retell the 
Christmas story from the Annunciation to the visit from the wise men. For each page there 
are well planned picture cut-outs, by Steffie Lerch, to reconstruct scenes from the journey @ 


to Bethlehem and the stable. 


Werner, Jane- /0// by UNCLE MISTLETOE- Santa Claus' helper has won a place for 
himself, but this story has comparatively little of Uncle Mistletoe and a great deal of 
an elaborate dream world of Santa Claus’ kingdom. Peter and Bets set off on their own 
and "visions of sugarplums danced in their heads" as they wandered through a fantasy realm, 
met old friends and new, and came home in Santa Claus' sleigh. The illustrations by 
Corinne Malvern would supply full panoply for Macy's Christmas windows. 


Woodcock, Louise- WIGGLES- A nice guessing story with a surprise ending tells 
about Donnie on a visit to a farm. When he's told to go and find “Wiggles” to play with, 
he hunts all over, can't find any bird or beast named that, then encounters a boy in an 
inviting tree house and “Wiggles” is identified. Sunny pictures by Eloise Wilkin.

Stack, Nicolete M. Caxton 
TWO TO GET READY $3.50 


First rate grass roots material which rings true. I was not surprised to 
learn that the Lynches were a real family, and the stories of an Iowa farm back in 
1882-83 are true stories - but I didn't know it when I read this story. Some young 
readers met the Lynches in Vagon to a Star two years ago (the author was Mrs. Stack's 
mother) and this story fits the recurrent demand of successive generations- Tell us 
about when you were a little girl. Fanny and Ed are fifteen and twelve now, and plann- 
ing for teaching and medicine, though the dreams seem scarcely possible of coming true 
in a household where blizzards and floods, fire and illness can wipe out the hard-come- 
by savings. But one has a sense of authentic American family life and a rare sense of 
unity even down to eight year old Billy, in pulling together for a common goal. The 
chapter head sketches by Gertrude Williamson have humor and vitality. (12/10).

SEA SHELLS $2.00 


Here is a first book on shells for the seven to ten year old who is already 
interested. Somehow it lacks the contagious enthusiasm that might spark an interest in a 
child to whom a shell is a shell is a shell. But I can think of several young beginning 
collectors who will appreciate the lack of condescension, the straightforward factual 
content. While in no sense comprehensive, either in selection of shell types or scientific 
data- even at a basic level- this is excellent as far as it goes. The limpets, the pectens, 
the cowries, the conchs and a few others are discussed, along with fascinating details on 
how they move about, how they feed, in general where they are found. There should be more 
about how the mollusk makes its shell house- how it grows- how it repairs itself; these are 
facts any seashore child finds absorbing. But there's enough here for groundwork, and 
sound advice on care and preparation of shells. An excellent Bibliography gives leads to 
other shell books, and the Shell Clubs list is a good idea. Phoebe Erickson's illustra- 
tions are accurate and helpful for identification and detail.

Brief historical and geographical outlines orient the reader for a wider 
approach to the particular state's economic and social development from the nineteenth 
century to the present- for example T.V.A. in Alabama, Minnesota's mining and lumber- 
ing concerns, Georgia's agriculture and so forth. To cap it, the state's features- 
parks, cities, universities, famous personalities etc. are listed. Kurt Wiese's pic- 
tures on each page are well coordinated with the text, but in the last analysis, the 
books are cut and dried little studies, meant for package consumption and lacking in 
any depth of perspective. Some school value. 


TWELVE TO SIXTEEN-FICTION 


Whitney, Phyllis Crowell 
STEP TO THE MUSIC $2.75 


Phyllis Whitney is a puzzle to me. When she can do as extraordinarily good 
books for girls as Willow Hill, Linda's Homecoming and Ever After it is harder to 
accept the inadequacy of Step to the Music. One expects more than more competence 
from Phyllis Whitney. The emotional values here are derivative, and yet the situation 
posed involves depths of disturbance. The setting is Staten Island during the Civil 
War. There are two households chiefly involved, and in each there is internal strife, 
confused loyalties, or outright partisanship for North, for South. Added to that, a 
Southern cousin deliberately steals her Northern' hostess beau right out from under, 
and furthermore steers his doubts into the channel of identity with the Confederacy. 
And yet- out of all this- the reader feels never a quiver of emotional identity with 
any of the disturbed characters. It is easy reading, and skillfully tailored to fit, 
but it just doesn't scratch the surface. Ill'd. (LC: 53-8425) (Publ.)

SPARKPLUG OF THE HORNETS $2.75 


Stephen Meader's full length sports story is an appealing one as short (5'4")

When Peewee enters as a freshman, his chance comes when the Hackersville 
Hornets are in sore need of players. But his skill as a coordinator and team-minded 
player prove him of far more than fill-in worth and he sees his team to a state 
championship.

Gould, Jack- ALL ABOUT RADIO AND TELEVISION.- The Radio and T.V. editor of the 
New York Times successfully brings the scientific fundamentals of radio and television 
down to understandable level for younger readers (and many older ones would profit). With- 
out patronizing their limitations of understanding, he goes into the subject on a basis of 
comparative situations. He discusses how energy makes waves and explains how television 
turns one kind of wave into another - and back again. He assesses the function of magnet- 
ism, what the transmitter does, what the serials and lead-in wires. He explains how the 
picture and the sound can be changed into electricity, and what FM means in sending and 
receiving the waves. Then he reaches out into general issues,- the picking of program 
channels, the contribution of the condenser, the building of a foxhole radio, what tubes 
do, the future of color T V, the importance of the networks, of the F.C.C. A good fifth 
volume in a useful series.

Drawn somewhat from the author's adult Backgrounds of Power (Scribner 1949) this 
is a substantial survey of the individual and social factors of the American industrial 
potential. One could wish the viewpoint were less chauvinistic. While European back- 
grounds are recognized, the focus is on American inventions and their inventors; sociology 
becomes more important than biography as inventions are related to their effects. Thus 
men like Whitney with the interchangeable parts, and Ford with mass production techniques 
created in turn need for further industrial change. The machines themselves take on a 
social personality. A materialistic but beneficent America emerges, in colorful terms.
